Reject School Tax Hike 



Voters of the Crass Lake 
School district defeated a 
proposal to raise the educa- 
tional tax rate Saturday. 

The referendum, which 

called for a 21c raise in the 
rate, was defeated by a liii 
to 100 vole, with rwo spoiled 
ballots. The school hoard 
canvassed the vole Monday 
night. 

Super in ten dent . John 
Schuckmel said the vole rep- 



resented a good average turn- 
out for the district, and that 
he had no comment on the 
vote at (he present lime. 

This is the second time 
Crass Lake School voters 
have rejected the proposal to 
raise the educational tax 
rate. The first, referendum 
was presented lo % the voters 
last May. 

Superintendent Schockmel 
had previously estimated that 



the educational tax fund 
would lie about frlftOOO "iu 
the red" by duly f, 11)07. IL 
will probably be necessary 
lo issue anticipation war- 
rants, he said. 

' The,, school district now 
has an educational (ax rale 
of H3e per $100 assessed val- 
uation. The raise would have 
added about $15,000 to the 
school's income.

Days Left To Xmas 




Postmaster Joseph Wolf, 
reminded -Antioch residents 
today that there arc only 20 
mailing days before Christ- 
inas. 

"While that may seem like 
a long lime lo most people, 
it is frightcningly short to 
those of us in the Postal Ser- 
vice," he said, "Postmaster 
General Lawrence F. O'Brien 
has predicted that well over 
eight billion pieces of "'mail 
must he delivered between 
now -Imd Christmas Eve; a 
new record. f. 



"We sirs aksiug everyone 
to start thinking about (heir 
Christmas slumping and mail- 
ing now. If all the holiday 
mail were to hit the postal 
system at one time. it. is ob- 
vious that we'd .have diffi- 
culty delivering every piece 
on time." 

The Antioch posl office ex- 
pects lo handle 450,000 piec- 
es of mail during the holi- 
day rush,7~the — Postmaster 
said. • 

Mailing early and spread- 
ing the mail flow out aloiig 



Hie entire* pre-Christnias sea- 
son is the key to better mail 
service at (his" time of the ; 
year. 

Last year the public co-op- 
eration \\:as "tremendous," 
according to Mr. Wolf. Vir- 
tually every piece of holiday 
mail was delivered before 
Christinas Day. This year 
wilh increased volume, be- 
cause' "of the . continuing 
strength of the economy we 
are hoping lo see that fine 
cooperative spirit again. 

Postmaster Wolf offered 
these mailing tips: 

Use ZIP Codes on all mail. 
"If there are some ZIP codes 
thai you still need for your 
mailing list come to Ihe Post

The Pilgrims had come 
ashore Tram the' Mayflower 
on Dec. 21, 1920. The winter 
that followed had been heart- 
breaking; half of the entire 
band had perished of disease, 
hunger and exposure.
